The  resident  population  of  the  school  reached  a  high  of  77  girls  this  spring. 
This  is  raaa;^  n»re  than  our  available  facilities  can  haniilo  and  tho  reffuitant 
cro-wding  is  a  fcurdsn  to  the  cottage  staff  and  the  teaehars.  Consideration 
should  be  given  to  loiig  range  plans  for  th©  inoreased  number  of  girlB  loho 
need  special-  ear®  and  edtication  in  the  Stat©  of  Ifentana.   Since OuLy  1,  1955 
48  girls  !ia\'e  been  admittsd  to  the  school. 

Th©  plant  and  eqtiipinent  of  the  Vocational  School  is  adequate  for  the  avsrage 
capacity  of  45  "  50  girls*    It  is  not  ea^  to  increase  this  capacity  by 
merely  adding  dormitory  space.   IH.tehen  and  dining  room  facilities  are  lacking. 
The  schoolrooms  are  inad^jiiate  for  th©  larger  groiip*    VJatar  and  sex-jage 
facilities  are  limted.   We  Imve  no  central  heating  plant, ,  The  social  and 
educational  problsns  of  the  girls  vho  coi?yprise  our  group  shotild  be  stiidied 
to  determine  the  best  plans  for  increasing  facilities.    Perhaps  separate 
imits  for  younger  girls j  men'tally  deficient  girls  and  girls  with  special 
emotional  behavior  jsrobl^as  would  give  Jfontana  a  better  program  for  the 
Juvenile  delinquent  girl. 


The  high  point  of  iMs  qxiarter  is  the  ©nd  of  the  regular  school  term  aod 
gmdmtion. 

This  year  we  hs.d.  three  high  school  grr dimtesj  oiib  of  these  girls  coii?)l9tQd 
her  work  the  first  seitjostsip,  the  ether  two  p'adnated  in  Jai^. 

From  the  ei^tfe  grade  we  had  'U^  gradue.tos.    Thei^e  were  four  girls  whio  war© 
proJBOted  from  iMs  grade  during  the  fclj.  qmrter,  so  the  to-'oal  of  girls 
who  have  eompletod  elsEentary  school  wvk  is  13. 

*H©gtilar  activities  have  contintied  on  the  same  progrfun  as  outlixied  ia 
previous  reports.    In  connection  i^rith  the  aeaderjic  prograra  owe  girls  have 
participated  ia  deelaiaation  contests  (regioml  at  Dillon  and  state  at 
KBLssotala)/  enterteined  the  Lions  Cltabi  published  the  seliool  paper  aM 
presented  a  mcsidl  coriedy,  "The  Desert  Flowsr,  under  the  direction  of 
otsr  Stiperint^ndent,  JK.ss  Vxiby  A»  Ivliller. 

The  last  d^'  of  school  was  celebrated  trith  a  prienic  and  coirbests*  The 
Senior  gradmtos  had  a  banqnet  and  a  sneak  day* 

An  Easts?  Sgg  hunt  was  held  on  April  1st,  and  the  girls  have  enjoyed 
two  daneas  thi'OTtgb  the  generosity  of  v.  grant  from  the  Trust  Funds  of  the 
Recording  Industries  obtained  "by  the  cooperation  of  Local  642  Axasriean 
Federation  of  Iffesicians. 

Fifty  Eight  girls  left  on  vacations,,  suymcer  leave  and  pairol©  dtaring  the 
first  weekend  in  Juno.   Tven-l^-threo  f^ls  were  granted  leave  for  tlis 
SCTjaer  laonths* 

The  sunsner  school  session  began  on  June  I3tb«   1/e  have  -42  girls  enrolled* 
Three  special,  teachers  Joined  the  staff  for  this  progrsra,   ¥e  are  teaching 
JSsntana  history  and  geography,  penmanshipj  make^urp  English  I  and  H# 
typing  and  crafts* 

Our  recreation  program  includes  special  periods  for  volleyball ,  arc-hery, 
minor  sports,  softlkll  and  swimming.   We  mke  tifips  to  Hauser  Laic©  (14  I^iles) 
for  sw-iifEaliig  and  can  'bake  only  14.  gii'ls  at  any  one  tise.    In  coaneetion 
vrith  our  study  of  Ifontana  History  and  geograpl^,  we  have  visited  the 
Capitol  and  the  Historical  museum.  . 

We  continue  to  imre  recreational  niovies  on  Sattxrdays. 

Seligious  services  disriag  the  siaamer  months  are  directed  by  the  girl© 
and  supplemented  by  the  family  life  Bjovies  and  soisss  religous  filmsW 
?lBgr,  Harrrlngton  .from  Catholic  Charities  has  cantinued  the  regular 
Ser\^ices  for  fetholic  girls* 

Three  of  our  teachers  were  enrolled  in  the  educational  work-shop  of  the 
Gollog  of  Great  F^Hs,    This  workshop  visited  the  school  and  observed  our 
prograiiu
